TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


Tropical Depression “GORIO” developed from the Low Pressure Area over the Philippine Sea at 8:00 AM today. 
On the forecast track, the tropical depression is forecast to continue moving east northeastward in the next 12 hours 
and will turn north northeastward by tomorrow morning. 

“GORIO’” is forecast to intensify into a tropical storm in the next 12 hours and may exit PAR by tomorrow morning.
